portunity to appraise public sen ti­ 
m ent back home 
comes rarely and

Unquestionably the grievances of 
the folks back home are not con­ 
cealed from the members of Con­ 
gress There are so many question* 
on which W ashington rulings affect 
business and industry as well as 
labor and wages and salaries and 
even the order of the draft in th* 
Selective Service system th at the 
member who does venture to go 
home find* plenty of discussion He 
spends m uch of his time explaining, 
to be sure, that he may be an im ­ 
portant figure to the constituents 
bur in W ashington he doesn't run 
either the army or the navy and he 
doesn't 
make 
all 
the 
rules 
and 
regulations which the citizen has to 
understand anc then to ’ t0 obey 


-•ame W ar Problems 


In a broad sense, the attitude of 
the citizenry is not far different 
from 
w hat it was during World 
W ar I 
Businessmen are preoccu­ 
pied with th* problems of risk cap­ 
h s! and th* creation of reserves 
so as to keep business going when 
war contracts are term inated Labor 
union leaders are disturbed because 
the Congress seems disposed to put 
restrictions of one kind or another 
or labor union activities. Mother* 
and fathers of service men 
who 
have been overseas a long while ar* 
beginning to ask when the boys ar* 
likely to be given furloughs. This ls 
a question th at Hie army and navy 
finds it necessary to answer over 
and over again. It s largely a m atter 
of shipping and if the furloughs 
were granted on the ba-iy of length 
of service or some other arbitrary

But even this doe* 
not seem to be a satisfactory as- 
■urance and the member of Con­ 
gress is importuned to arrange for 
one furlough ahead of another — 
m atters that he really cannot con­ 
trol.
